Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-16, 23-28, 47-49, 51-52 and 57 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 & 1 1, the prior art of record neither shows nor suggests a flat panel display 
or a method for manufacturing a flat panel display comprising all the limitations set forth in 
claim 1 or claim 1 1 , particularly comprising a first electrode member fabricated as a unitary 
construction fi-om an electrically-conductive material and extending across and connected to one 
of the first panel and the second panel, the first electrode member, as viewed in cross-section, 
formed with a recess having a pair of facially-opposing recess side walls and a recess bottom 
wall interconnecting the pair of recess side walls; wherein each of the pair of recess side walls 
being in contact with the first conductive material land the first low-melting point layer. 
Together with other cited limitations. 

Claims 2-10, 12-16, 23-28, 47-49, 51-52 & 57 are allowed being dependent on allowed bases. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
